Many F rantic Efforts Fail 


These two views of the Winecoff Hotel during the height of the disastrous fire 
there yesterday morning show the desperation with which trapped guests sought to 
Save their lives. Sheets and blankets, which the guests tied together, served to get 
them to fire ladders, which could not reach past the eighth floor. When a string of blan- 
kets and sheets was dropped from the corner of the fourteenth floor almost to the lad- 
cer, frantic persons climbed to it from several floors. At least five persons fell to the 
ground trying to climb down this makeshift rope. One woman fell to the canopy 
over the dining terrace on the hotel front, was somehow caught by the hands with a 
rope and dangled just off the balcony. A fireman, seeking to free her, was struck by 
anmher falling body. The weight of the many persons on the rope caused it to break, 
and two.more bodies fell, still gripping the raveled sheets. Another fell, struck the 
canopy and bounded to the sidewalk. After the rope broke some of those in the 
floor below the fourteenth used it to climb upward away from the fire. From the 
fourteenth many climbed still farther on sheet ropes to the fifteenth and sixteenth, 
having to negotiate a wide ledge.—Constitution Staff Photo by Hugh Stovall.

Only 51 of the victims. had been 
identified Saturday afternoon. Po- 
lice Chief Hornsby said many of 
the bodies were burned beyond 
recognition, greatly hindering the 
identification work. 

Among the identified dead was 
W. F. Winecoff, one of the hotel's 
builders, who died in his upper- 
floor apartment. His wife is miss- 
ing. 

Many of the unidentified bodies 
lay at Grady Hospital; others were 
removed to undertaking establish- 
ments, 

The fire was first reported at 
3:15 a. m. Saturday. Firemen, who 
had answered several previous 
false alarms to the section earlier 
in the night, found flames raging 
from the third story upward. 
Many of the guests already were 
trapped in their rooms. 

Fire Chief Styron, who respond- 
ed with the first call for help, im- 
mediately broadcast an appeal for 
all available fire-fighting equip- 
‘ment in Fulton and DeKalb Coun- 
‘ties. Companies responded from 
‘every section of the city as well as 


‘several suburbs. 
| Policemen also responded from 
‘Fulton and DeKalb Counties as 
well as Decatur, Hapeville, East 
Point, and College Park to help 
keep back the throngs of curious, 
who gathered quickly. 

The sights were sickening. 

They saw panic-stricken men 
and women and children swing 
from 10th and 12th story windows 
on flimsy bed sheets tied together. 
They saw these hysterical and 
helpless people plunge to their 
deaths 6m Peachtree Street, in the 
very heart of downtown Atlanta. 

At one time six broken bodies 
wrapped in blankets lay at the 
intersection of Peachtree Street 
and Carnegie Way. These bodies 
lay there While ambulances from

A. ‘The man does not change at all. His “mass remains the 


‘same, but his “weight”: varies according to the pull of gravity on 


that mass. That pull decreases steadily as an object is removed 
farther from the earth’s center. 


Q. Why does a forger copy upside down? 

A. Because the habit of handwriting is so ingrained that it is 
next to impossible te form the letters in any other than the habitual 
way. However, handwriting upside down is meaningless tracery 
and can be copied much more accurately. 


©. When a dog pants, does it necessarily mean he is out of 
breath? 

A. Usually not. He is hot. When man ifs hot, evaporation of 
perspiration cools him. Dogs have no sweat glands. To cool them- 
selves théy depend on evaporation of moisture from their tongues; 
therefore, pant to speed it. q 


Q. Is it true that white clothing is cooler than dark-colored 
clothing? 

A. In direct sunshine. white clothes—like white walls—are 
cooler because they reflect the light (and heat) rays, while dark 
clothes absorb them and become heated. On cloudy days, or in 
the shade, there is little difference. 


@. Why does chocolate candy seem to bleach when it has be- 
come softened by heat and hardened again? | 

A. The melted chocolate, when it recrystallizes, forms many 
tiny crystals which reflect light as snow does, — not show 
the brown color of the solid bar. Ss *% 

Q. How does snow protect winter wheat? 
A. Snow is composed of tiny crystals with much air between

‘their trays, and consumed every 
‘splinter of inside bathroom and

There the 
mother had sat on the toilet seat 
-and clutched her two children to 
| her. The husband had stood there,

It is not spared, yet most of 
those there managed to live.

‘and the heavy burned smell of 
wood and cloth. The rooms are 
blackened, grotesque ruins. 
| Go out into the hallway which 
‘runs with water, seeking the

Red Cross Moves Quickly 
To Aid Victims of Blaze

ciplined army, the staff of At- 
lanta Chapter Red Cross become 
beacons of strength yesterday in 
the moment of the city’s greatest 


modern disaster, the Winecoff Ho- | 


tel fire. 

With them, no less courageous, 
were 300 trained men and women 
volunteers, roused from their beds 
at the eerie alarm before dawn, 
operating first-aid stations, can- 


teents, motor corps, information | 
booths. who dressed wounds, fed | 


the hungry, manned litters bear- 
ing dead and living from the Wine- 
coff Hotel fire, and often simply 
bound the terror-stricken ‘in the 
human comfort of their arms, and 
held them until their sobs were 
silenced. 

Gone were their smart uniforms, 
their routine attention to channels 
and authority. Red Cross staffers 
worked in sweaters, in old shirts, 
doing what came to them to do, 
and accepting the aid of strangers 
who came near to offer their 
strength to help. 

“Jesse Roberts, Advertising Di- 
rector of Ré@tail Credit Corpora- 
tion, aroused at 4 a. m. to drive 
his first aid neighbor, L. E. Voigt, 
downtown, was one of dozefis un- 
trained civilians who pinned ,on a 
Red Cross armband and grabbed 
a stretcher handle. 

Later, when he had changed 
into a dry suit, Roberts praised the 
Red Cross as a great fraternity of 
life savers, whose rose to the oc- 
casion of their city’s need like 
heroes and heroines. He praised, 
too. the Bov Scouts, who rallied 
with coffee and swift feet for er- 
rands; the Army Military Police, 
and the firemen who became in- 
spired to superhuman efforts un- 
der the stimulus of tragedy. 

Red Cross response to the alarm 
was immediate, and it proceeded 


like clockwork. Hary Boyt, Execu- | 


tive Director, was awakened at 
4:15 by the call for aid. 

He left a list of nine service 
heads for his wife to call. Those 
men notified the Grey Ladies, Can- 
ten Workers, Motor Corps, Nurses’ 
Aides and other volunteer groups. 

When Boyt, a veteran of Red 
Cross service in Africa, Italy, Eng- 
land, arrived downtown, Mayor 
Hartsfield offered to arrange an 
emeTgency headquarters at Lane 
Drug Store, across from the flam- 
ing hotel. Within 15 minutes after 
the Mayor had the store opened 
the canteen was in operation. 

John Gates, Director of Safety 
Service, and his 100 staffers and 
volunters went into action with 
100 stretchers and blankets, many 
borrowed from the Southeastern 


Area Headquarters of the Red) 
Cross. Everybody helped. Strangers | 


worked side by side like brothers. 

Ray Guy, Director of Home 
Service, opened the office on 
Peachtree and Sixth Streets, mo- 
bilized his staff for inquiry serv-

County School Supt. C. E. Chafin 
said Saturday th board has given 
unanimous approval to the pro- 
posal and has authorized the coun- 
ty system to take immediate steps 
to open the school. 

Co-operation of the City of Moul- 
trie and the Moultrie school sys- 
tem will be asked, Chafin stated. 
He added the County Board also 
authorized an immediate request 
of the War Assets Agency for 
equipment to operate the trade 
school, which would serve Col- 
quitt and neighboring counties.

More than 25,000 cases 
have been reported. 

“In the last four years there 
have been just under 70,000 cases 
of polio.

When such a learned atheist and amoral theologian lets fall 
e few pellucid tears into his Baltimore lager we cam begin to wonder 
if John L. Lewis himself couldn't be converted to Christianity in time 
for Christmas. 

Mencken. of course, is the hard- 
est case since Scrooge. With an 
exterior as tough as rawhide and 
a heart as soft as pumpkin pie 
he hurls his impre¢ations at the 
godly. But deep in his soul this 
cynical old reprobate is as senti- | 
mental as Ben Hecht or Kate 
Douglas Wiggin. 

I recommend without reserva- 
tion — particularly as a gift to 
newspapermen and other roister- 
ers—the tale Mencken tells of an 
alitime wassail tendered to the | 
casuals and itinerants of Balti- 
more by Leopold Bortsch of the 
Scharnhorst Brewery.

There is no such thing as a fireproof 
building. 

That fact was tragically underscored 
here yesterday when the steel-and-con- 
crete Winecoff Hotel became a blazing 
inferno. 

The Winecoff had no fire escapes. 

It had no sprinkler system. 

Neither have most of Atlanta’s other 
leading hotels. ' 

The National Association of Under- 
writers requires none on buildings certi- 
fied as fireproof. 

The Winecoff was “fireproof.” 

Moreover, say officials, the Winecoff’s 


precautionary measures met every require- 
ment. 

Yet the Winecoff was the fourth or 
fifth in a series of recent hotel fires in 
the nation, all of which have taken a 
great number of lives. 

Obviously, something is wrong. 

The Atlanta Fire Department responded 
promptly. Its members performed hero- 
ically. Yet the rate of combustion was so 
great that the blaze had made great head- 
way and taken more than a hundred 
lives before it could be brought under 
control. 

For the friends and loved ones of those 
who perished, we can have only the deep- 
est sympathy. 

For the safety and protection of us all, 
we must insist upon a searching investi- 
gation, not alone into the immediate 
circumstances of the Winecoff holocaust, 
but also into regulations governing the 
operation of other hotels and public places. 
Moreover, there must be a thorough reap- 
praisal of building laws so that steps may 
be taken to prevent construction of other 
potential fire traps. 

Now, while the horror and indignation 
of the Winecoff fire are still upon us, we 
must approach intelligently the task of 
preventing its recurrence. : 

Atlanta should have learned its lesson 
in the Terminal Hotel fire. 

It didn’t. 

We must not fail to act now.

A Proper Presidential Decision

Going home from his house I could not help but think that 
there really is very Jittle difference between him and others who 
Know the Great Adventure is hurrying toward them, and we who 
go about our accustomed tasks with no thought about the possible 
imminenge o* that adventure. 4 


Travel Actually, of course, every one of. us is, in a sense, wait- 
ing for death or moving toward it, phrase it as you will.

If one wishes to continue with the philosophic mood, one may 
consider the many who already have entered the*Great Adventure 
Since this man was told his days were numbered.

Values So, it seems important, if you wish to think on it at 

all, that one’s life have some meaning. If not, death 
has no real meaning, either way. And it is surprising, and de- 
pressing, how many deaths are utterly meaningless because @fe 
was empty and without meaning. 

He said a very impressive thing. “While you are waiting for 
it,” he said, “your values become crystal clear. They are not 
colored by ambition, desire for possessions, life security, or what 
else.” And that, I am sure, is true. 


If a man comes face to face with the finality of death, and can- 
not look back on his life and find anything in it of: genuine service 
or usefulness, beyond the trivial of passing out hymn books, usher- 
ing, or reading the sunshine report at his club—such a man must 
go through great agony of mind and spirit.

I could not help but think it was this 
fact which gave him a calmness and a sureness of foot as he wades 
in the shallows leading to the crossing. 

So, it seemed to me, thinking it over, that we put too much 
emphasis on the hereafter. Whatever it is, will be. The real 
emphasis should be on the addition and subtraction sum done at 
man’s death, because only then does life take on meaning or lack 
of it. P 


Life Somehow, to me, the greatest philosophers were the ancient 
ones. They have had many imitators, but, as it is with 
imitations, none is as good. 

None has said so well what Cicero said in 45 B. C., that “Nature 
has given us life at interest, like money, with no day fixed for 
repayment.” 

How well, too, did that philosopher put it when he said: “The 
life of the dead consists in being present in the minds of the 
living.” 

All of us know men who live and die and who are never again 
present in the minds of the living. ... “Oh, that’s so. He did die 
two years ago. I had forgot.” 

But there are those who live on and on in the minds of men 
living and who go on living in succeeding generations as each 
receives the measure of that man’s service. 

Death I challenge you, too, to improve upon Epicurus when he 

said: “Death, feared as the most awful of evils, is really 
nothing, for so long as we are, death has not come, and’ when it 
has come, we are not.” 

No man, of course, giving himself to living, and that which. we 
do day by day, is the stuff of which life is made, welcomes the 
finality of the end of life on earth. There must be, often, a bitter 
protest at the injustice and untimelingss of it. 

But, he who can find in his.own life enough of service and of 
doing to employ as a raft to which to cling when the dark waters 
pour over him, can face it. 

Surely, the beginning of hell, is to face it without such a raft.

Working Together provement of human resources is found 
in the Bible, in the New Testament.

Some Georgia Evils above, are to be found some facts 
about Georgia which should make impossible for all time any com- 
placent satisfaction with conditions in our own State, on the part 
of all thoughtful Georgians. 

Here are a few: 

Selective Service rejections in Georgia, for physical, mental 
and educational deficiencies, were 49 per cent higher than the na- 
tional average. 

Ten per cent of the State’s prison population are boys and girls 
between 12 and 18 years of age. Half of these are first offenders. 
This figure does not include those in juvenile training schools, 
which are all filled, with waiting lists. 

By the 1940 census, Georgia has, based on population, 94 per 
cent more males over 14 years of age in prison than the ratio for 
the nation as a whole. 

Despite all our organizations for the benefit of youth, less than 
50 per cent of boys and girls eligible in Georgia are reached reg- 
ularly by any youth organization. 

In 1944 new syphilis cases found in Georgia were 13,000.

Georgia Lobbyists 
And Steak Dinners 


With a new tax program being planned and a 
new administration coming in with its attendant 
; : shake-up in State government, many members 
of the January Legislature are anticipating a record number of 
lobbyists to be at the State Capitol and the hotels here working 
for and against measures which may be introduced. If the new 
Legislature thinks of some way to really ban lobbying, it will solve 
a problem that has buffaloed all past General Assembleys. Lobby- 
ing, by that name, is illegal in Georgia. The State laws and the 
State Constitution say so. It is legal for a business firm to have 
what they call a “Legislative representative,” provided such agent 
registers with the Secretary of State. In the many, many years 
that such a law has been in effect in Georgia, only about a dozen 
persons have registered as “Legislative representatives.” Legis- 
lators know it is ridiculous to think that there have been no 
“Legislative representatives” buttonholing the members of the 
General Assembly since the pipeline fight in 1941, Speeches from 
the Senate and House floors have charged that lobbyists sit in 
seats of Legislators and talk with the solons during debate—and 
are, as a matter of fact, in a position to vote on the bill if it isn't 
a roll call. While the law says that a “Legislative representative” 
must register with the Secretary of State, this officer has no 
directive to prosecute those who fail to register. Presumably the 
enforcement of the law is up to the General Assembly itself. 


The thing that ties in knots Legislators who really want to halt 
lobbying is the interpretation of what is lobbying. They don’t know 
where to draw the line between a profgssional lobbyis* and a person 
who comes over.to the General Assembly to discuss a bill in which 
he, or his business firm, is concerned. Rep. Fred Hand, of Pelham, 
who is slated to be the next Speaker of the House, admits lobby- 
ing is a problem, but he thinks it is virtually an unsolvable prob- 
lem. You can't deny a citizen the right to talk with his Repre- 
sentative about a piece of legislation concerning him or his busi- 
ness, Hand points out. The only way Hand knows of sorting these 
two classes is to .watch whether a man comes over and chats 
with his Representative or a committee about a particular piece 
of legislation and then leaves—or whether he apparently makes 
a living by virtually living with the Legislature day and night 
and entertaining the members in an effort to influence their 


votes on innumerable bits of legislation. 

. The lobbyists will concentrate on the Legis- 
Going My Way? lators-elect who are coming to the General 
Assembly for their first time. They will try to win the friendship 
of these freshmen\.by wining and dining them, and not asking 
favors of them for the first few weeks. The story is told about 
a naive new member of the Legislature a few years ago who lived 
deep in South Georgia. When he started home for the weekend, a 
friendly gentleman said: “I am going your way, I will ride you 
home.” He was unaware that the friendly gentleman had no business 
whatsoever in South Georgia and no purpose in going those hun- 
dreds of miles—except to gain the friendship of this new Legis- 
lator whose vote would be needed soon on a special bill, 


The late Alton Cogdell told one of the funniest stories about 
a new Legislator who took his duties conscientiously and a lobbyist 
who lost his temper. The lobbyist had courted the new Legislator 
like a fraternity rushing a freshman. Finally, the Legislator accepted 
a dinner invitation at a fine eating establishment. As the meal drew 
to a close, the confident lobbyist leaned forward and said: “Now 
Mr. Blank, I would like to talk with you about Bill No. So-and- 
So...” The new legislator halted the lobbyist with a wave of the 
hand like a Federal judge, stating: “I shall be glad to consider 
this bill when it comes up for debate, but I shall keep an open 
mind on it for the present.” | 


Then the lobbyist exploded: “Confound a man who can keep 
an open mind after eating a $3 steak!”

"jgeac| HAROLD MARTIN 
ey Mothers Take 
| Mrs. Cyrus To Task 


: From many a mother in the past few days 
»* have come comments on the recent piece in this 
“§ space referring to an article in the current At- 
lantic Monthly entitled “What’s Wrong With the Family?” In 
Vv degrees they all took issue with the author, a Mrs. Cyrus, 
who had suggested that the community work out some form of 
mutual co-operation whereby the mother could be freed for part 
of the day at least from the burden of housekeeping and child- 
raising which ages her before her time. The gist of the article, as 
I understood it, was that the community should take over and 
perform some ‘of the functions the family once performed, but 
which, in an urban ¢ivilization, are destroying family life of the 
traditional pattern by removing from it all pleasure and spiritual 
compensations. 

Most of the letters took vigorous exception to Mrs. Cyrus’ reason- 
ing. For instance, in a joint letter Mrs. B. H. Jordan and Mrs. 
Raoul Patron, of Atlanta, wrote: 

“We are just two of the millions of women whose life work is 
homemaki One of us has four children, all under seven years 
of age, and the other has two children, so we know something of 
the little trials and the great joys of raising a family. The follow- 
ing statement frankly and sincerely states the ideals we believe in, 
live by, and strive for, and we know they do bring personal 


happiness and will help build a better world. 

Dissent “In regard to your article entitled ‘What’s Wrong With 
Your Family,’ we wish to remark that we think you 

are wrong in saying that Mrs. Cyrus’ article is good; that Mrs. 

Cyrus is more wrong in her opinion as to the remedies for the 

unsatisfactory condition of today’s marriages; and that anyone who 

reads her article and is influenced by it will be the most wronged 


of all. 

“We will concede that Mrs. Cyrus is right when she states that 
there is something wrong with family life today, but think she 
is wrong when she claims it is the family itself, as an institution, 
that is in error. The fault, in our opinion, lies with the parents and 
their outlook on the duties and responsibilities that come to them 
with marriage. 

“We are edified that she thinks marriage is necessary—but we 
disagree that there is a need for a modification of the present setup. 
On the contrary, there is a need for a strengthening of marriage— 
it needs to be relieved from the impermanence that the possibility 
of a divorce gives it. A belief in the indissolubility of the mar- 
riage state will result in an intensification of love and selflessness 
which is the true basis of a perfect marriage. Impermanence and 
shallowness go together; therefore, a sense of lifelong permanence 
is needed for a man and woman to put forth their best efforts 
toward a happy home life. It should be instilled in the minds-of 
our youth that marriage is a sacrament, that building a home is 
a worthy career for women, a profession for husband and wife for 
which intelligent preparation is necessary in order that we may 
preserve the best in the traditions of family integrity and family 
stability, especially in this chaotic period of childless marriages and 


easy divorce. 
Id al “Far from being ‘the unhired help doing the hack work 
e of the world.’ a mother who lovingly bears her children, 
tenderly- nurtures their bodies and trains their minds to know the 
worth-while things of this life, is doing the most useful work in 
the world. There can be no higher ideal than moulding the char- 
acters of children who are the most important people in the world 
today—because it is they who will be required in the not too dis- 
tant future to settle all the great questions of this life. Do you think 
there could be much hope for a world in which members of the 
family are separated, as recommended by Mrs. Cyrus in her ‘com- 
munity center’ idea? How can there be a happy home life when the 
work which should be done by the parents in a spirit of unselfish- 
mess and joy is taken over by a ‘community center’? Frankly, this 
community center idea carries a subtle smack of Communism, to 
our way of thinking. If it is a crime to regiment men and women, 
it is a worse crime to regiment children during their most im- 
portant years—the formative years of their lives—the years when 
they need the love and care, the attention and companionship of 


their own parents. 

“Mrs. Cyrus laments the innumerable interruptions which take 
up so great a part of the mother’s day and which, according to 
Mrs. Cyrus, make her drag helplessly about the work of the house 
forgetting what she is trying to do and giving her no freedom or 
time to call her own. Are not all these petty surface irtitations, 
which are being experienced constantly in all our daily lives, not 
only by those working in the home but also by those whose work 
takes them away from the home? It may indeed be a very difficult 
thing to greet a husband in a cheerful manner after a trying day— 
but is not the joy of a happy home worth making an effort to rise 
above these shallow annoyances? And if the day has been too 
exhausting for the mother, could not the husband in his turn be 
willing to give of his understanding and lend a helping hand? 
These petty irritations should not be allowed to influence the un- 
derlying peace and tranquility which makes up the very essence 
of our home life. We must bring into our home a spirit of love, 
tenderness and selflessness, so that these shallow difficulties can 
be relegated to their proper place. Some drudgery there must be, 
in a home as everywhere, and the need of discipline, and the 
necessity for the relaxation of recreation—but these things can and 
should be worked out in a spirit of love, mutual respect and under- 


standing. 


: “The family as an entity has always formed the 
Suggestion nucleus of our civilization. It is the foundation 
ef our democratic and Christian way of life. It is not the family 
as an institution that should be changed. Rather, it is ourselves 
who should change“to conform with the true ideal of Christian fam- 
ilv life. We should strive by putting more. of our love and affec- 
tion into our home to perfect that home, rather than to take our- 
selves away from it and place the responsibility of our family and 
home on a community center! 

“And when all this is said, the most real and potent argument— 
the only answer necessary to Mrs. Cyrus’ article—is that a mother 
who believes and practices these ideals finds that for which every- 
one in the world is searching—satisfaction from doing her duty as 
hest:she can: a sense of fulfillment of her purpose in life; peace 
from the comradeship and well-being of her loved ones; and joy 
from the knowledge that she has made a success of the hardest 
job in the world—in other words, she finds HAPPINESS!” 

The above letter was printed in full because it contained nearly 
all the comments and criticisms embodied in the others, save one 
from Mrs. Roy Merrell, of Newnan, who suggests that the reason 
g0 many marriages go sour is because the participants themselves 
were spoiled in youth when they grew up in families where they 
never learned to give and take. 

Detecting what she believes to be a decline of the maternal spirit 
in mothers of today, she thinks a little less self-pity on the part of 
mothers would smooth out many a rocky path. 3 

“A large part of our hardships,” she said, “are in our minds. 
If we accept the responsibilities we ASKED FOR—our nerves will

Only Charlie Glock, Ted Cieslak, Babe Ellis, Mike Ulisney, 
Shelby Kinney, Forrest Thompson and Dewey Adkins will 
return from last year’s regulars. Gone are Earl McGowan, 
Bill Ayers, Lioyd Gearhart, Wes Hamner, Buddy Bates, Red 
Mathis and Bob Benish. Bill Goodman hasn't gone yet, but 
he will soon after’ New Year's Day. 

McGowan, Ayers and Gearhart were sold to the lent. Mathis 
went to the Tigers. Hamner was recalled by the Phillies. Benish 
was returned to the Alabama State League. Bates will get a 
long-deserved chance of managing the Burlington, N. C., club. 

But don’t worry, fellows. Help is on the way. The Giants 
owe three players. Goodman's price has been upped to 
about $75,000, but he won't be sold until after Jan. 1 on 
account of income taxes.

Good F orestry 
Practice Pays Off

NEWNAN, Dec. 7—W. L. Crisp, 
district forester, has advised Cow- 
eta County landowners who are 
realizing increasing returns from 
their timber land each year and 
who make it a point to carry out 
good forestry practices in order 
to get this inq@geased income that 
for their effo in this type work 
they may receive the following 
payments: 

Sixty cents per thousand linear 
feet for plowing fire breaks; $2 to 
$5 for planting forest tree seed- 
lings; and $3 per acre for making 
stand improvement work.

The first report of the disease 
in Douglerty County came from a 
farmer who noticed that his oats 
weren’t growing as thickly as he 
had planted them. Investigating, 
he found that the oats were dying 
of a strange discoloration which, 
in most instances, appeared on the 
tips of the blades and traveled 
downward into the sheaf, killing 
the plant when the blades were 
destroyed. 

The disease has been noted all 
over South Georgia but particu- 
larly in Dougherty County, said 
Davis. He added that an outbreak 
occurred in Tifton about 11 years 
ago, “but has not been in this sec- 
tion again until now.” 

The County Agent asserted he 
did not know how the disease 
came to Dougherty County or how 
it broke out, but stated he be- 
lieved the outbreak due to the 
warm Fall and the tremendous 
amount of early oats which were 
put in in Dougherty County for 
Winter grazing purposes. 

The County Agent contacted the 
Tifton Experiment Station as soon 
as the outbreak of disease was re- 
ported to him. Some of the scien- 
tists think that cold or cooler 
weather will check the fungus. 

“Another peculjar fact about 
the disease hitting so hard is that 
all early oats this year are show- 
ing an infestation of plant lice or 
aphids, such as the County hasn't 
seen in a long time,” Davis said. 
“It is not known whether there is 
any connection between the hel- 
minthosporum fungus and the 
aphids, but this office has been 
asked to investigate reports that 
oats growing in pecan orchards 
have a heavier infestation of the 
plant lice than those growing else- 
where.” 

Experiment Station scientists 
asserted that if the disease should 
continue, they will begin a breed- 
ing program to develop a new 
breed of oats which will with- 
stand the disease. 

The oat crop in this County is 
of tremendous importance as live- 
stock men are depending on oats 
instead of hay for their Winter 
grazing, and if the crop fails, the 
section will have poor cattle 
grades next year, Davis added. 


Tinker Warns 
State Against 
Forest Fires

EASTMAN, Dec. 7—Georgia is 
now in the midst of one of its two 
annual forest fire seasons. 

J. M. Tinker, director of the 
State Department of Forestry, 
urged special caution this week in 
the use of fire in or near timbered 
areas. The burning of brush or 
pastureland should be carefully 
supervised, he said and special 
pains taken to prevent the spread 
of the flames into stands of trees. 

“We have already had some seri- 
ous fires this fall,” Tinker de 
clared, “but on the whole, the 
state is showing an improved at- 
titude towards its: forests. 

With state-wide forest fire pro- 
tection, which may be approved 
by the legislature in January, we 
may soon be able to reduce our 
yearly $10,000,000 fire loss to a 
negligible factor.” 

Tinker warned again that both 
the State Highway Patrol] and the 
Georgia Bureau of Investigation 
were co-operating this season with 
the Department of Forestry in ap- 
prehending setters of uncontrolled 
woods fires. 


Crisp Produces 
Record Yam Crop

Meat Outlook Bright 
For 1947, Executive Says

MOULTRIE, Dec. 7—John Zeis, Manager of Swift & Company’s 
Moultrie plant, told a meeting of Colquitt County farmers “there 
will be no burdensome supply of meat at any time in 1947.” 


He qualified the statement, how- 
ever, by saying “the situation can 
be changed by continued strikes 
which would mean a tremendous 
reduction in the nation’s income.” 
Zeis said the present consumption 
of meat in the United States is 
160 pounds per capita annually. 
“That means,’ he continued, ‘‘con- 
sumption of 22 billion pounds a 
year, or just about what the pro- 
duction is expected to be.” 

The Moultrie packing house ex- 
ecutive said the outlook concern- 
ing the price of live meat animals 
continues favorable next year and 
also “for a long term potential.” 
At the present time consumption 
in the United States is larger than 
it has been since 1909, Zeis de- 
clared. 

Contrary to the genera] impres- 
sion Americans are by no means 
the biggest meat eaters, he assert- 
ed. “The per capita is far heavier 
in Argentina, New Zealand and 
even Canada,” the Swift & Com- 
pany official said. “I believe meat 
consumption will increase in this 
country an average of several 
pounds a year per capita if the

— 


From a competitive standpoint 
the Moultrie plant has consider- 
able advantage over those located 
in the Southwest, having a cheap- 


er freight by about 25 cents per 
100 pounds on fresh pork to New 
York compared to the rate from 
Fort Worth and Kansas City, Zeis 
told the farmers, 


They were meeting to discuss 
their agricultural program for 
1947. Zeis said, “Hog raising can 
be greatly increased in this area 
without any cut in any of the 
other major crops.” 


He added that products from 
peanut-fed hogs are meeting with 
“more favorable acceptance in a 
wider area than they ever have 
before.” 

C. O. Smith, Jr., official of the 
Cc. O. Smith Guano Company, 
operators of one of the largest 
fertilizer plants in the state, de 
clared if the “mine strike con- 
tinues for 60 days we will be 
in a desperate’plight. If the strike 
is settled in about two weeks, 
fertilizer production will not be 
seriously curtailed,” he said.

Hardware Supply Shortages Peril 
Huge Georgia Naval Stores Industry 


VALDOSTA, Dec. 7—Not long 
ago a great deal was said about 
the shortage of nails for harvest- 
ing peanuts. Now there’s another 
crisis in nails, 

Naval stores producers—jubilant 
over the recent high prices for 
raw pine gum, turpentine and ros- 
in—have been making plans for 
the greatest production of these 
products next year ghe industry 
has ever seen. But it now looks 
like reconversion headaches are 
dogging the naval stores men, and 
they will be up against the same 
tough problem in the next few 
weeks that they faced early last 
Spring—a shortage of hardware 
supplies. This means nails, cups 
and gutters. 

The cups which catch the flow- 
ing gum from the pine must be 
hung to the trees with nails. The 
gutters—which direct the gum to 
the cups—may not be available in 
any quantity for next season. 


STRIKE SITUATION 


The strike situation came as 
bad news to the naval stores men 
who last year sold $23,500,000 
worth of their products from the 
Georgia pine woods, 

There was little encouragement 
on hardware supplies, even before 
the coal walkout. Now there is 
a fear that the scarcity will be 
even worse—and that will mean 
a loss of many dollars—or rather 
they will fail to make many dol- 
lars which they could have made, 
given the nails, cups and gutters. 

The naval stores industry is not 
a small part of the State’s econ- 
omy. Georgia has led in naval 
stores production for 17 years, and 
since 1940 has produced more 
than 60 percent of the nation’s 
naval stores, and of the total world 
Supply this State accounts for 
about one-third. 

The section of Georgia produc- 
ing naval stores is south of an 
imaginary line across the State 
from Screven County on the east 
to Muscogee County on the west. 
The majority of the State’s pro- 
duction comes from the South- 
eastern section. 


25,000 EMPLOYES 


This industry employs an av- 
erage of from 20,000 to 25,000 peo- 
ple each year. This figure would 
probably. be raised considerably 
next year, if the hardware sup- 
plies are obtainable, it was stated 
by an industry spokesman. 

Many operators met last Spring 
with an almost heart-breaking ex- 
perience. Practically all producers 
with mature, unworked trees 
planned to extend operations. 
Some built “side camps” in the 
woods for housing workers in new 
locations, only to wish later that 
they had saved the nails for hang- 
ing cups. The cups and “aprons” 
are made right in the naval stores 
belt. These suppliers were swam 
ed with orders, but were unable 
last Spring to fill more than a 
small percentage of the demand. 

Harley Langdale, President of 
the American Turpentine Farmers’ 
Association, 
next year will see the largest pro- 
duction in history. If the produc- 
ers get a break on supplies, 1947 
will be a record-breaker as the 
turpentine farmers go out after 
high prices which may or may not 
exist during next year, members 
of the industry feel. Right now 
the outlook for theeexpansion on 
a grand scale is dark, 

Like the peanut farmers, the 
naval stores producers are becom- 
ing alarmed at the prospect of so 
much money slipping through 
their fingers—all because of a nail 
shortage. T cups and gutters

These products are distilled 
from the gum or sap of the South- 
ern pine tree. 

The department said the new 
still requires about one-third less 
steam than the most efficient stills 
now in use and that it produces 


rosin about one-half grade better | +, 


than can be produced by the best 
stills now in use. 

The new still was developed at 
the department’s naval stores sta- 
tion at Olustee, Fla. 


Winter Grazing Boosts 
Milk Output in Twiggs 


Constitution State News Service. 
‘JEFFERSONVILLE, Dec. 7—At this time of year when, as a gen- 
eral rule, pasture grasses are tough and far from tasty, W. V. Watson, 
Twiggs County farmer, is supplying his 52-cow dairy heard with so 
much lush Winter grass that milk production has been increased 35 
gallons per day and income has been stepped up $17 per day. 


V. E. Lindsey, Twiggs county 
agent, pointed out Saturday that 
Watson began preparation for a 
winter pasture in late summer. He 
planted 75 acres of vetch and oats, 
putting in approximately four 
bushels per acre. This was fertil- 
ized with 300 pounds per acre of 
4-8-6 and later in the fall was top 
dressed with 100 pounds of nitrate 
of soda. 

Grazing was available for the 
Watson herd around November l, 
according to Lindsey, and at first 
the cows were allowed to graze 
the land one hour each day. At 


present this has been stepped up 
to four hours of grazing daily. 

Watson has found that it pays 
not to overgraze any one area and 
is now rotating grazing on four 
different plots in the 75 acres. 

After the cows havg grazed the 
land 75 t® 100 days during the 
winter months when green feed is 
normally scarce, the winter grass 
will be allowed to head out around 
the last of March or in early April 
and will be cut for silage or for 
grain. 

Watson plans to follow the win- 
ter grazing crops with silage crops 
during the summer,

Georgian, Who Served U.5.in War, 
Now Saving Soil in Coweta County 


NEWNAN, Dec. 7—E. L. Gross, 
of Turin, a veteran of World War 
II, has found what he would like 
to do and what he believes other 
veterans would like to do.

Better Farm 
Leases Urged

ATHENS, Dec. 7 — Georgia 
farmers who are making plans for 
next season’s rental agreements 
were urged today by Kenneth 
Treanor, economist of the State 
Agricultural Extension Service, to 
put their rental agreements in 
writing and to consider making 
leases for more than one year. 


“The length of the farm lease 


has an important influence on the 
welfare of the tenant farmer, the 
landlord and the land itself,” 
Treanor declared. “All will bene- 
fit if the agreement is made with 
a view toward giving advantages 
to both parties by continuing the 
lease for a number of years. This 
may require, however, some re- 
vision of terms from year to year. 

“If you are making a farm lease 
this year, consider seriously the 
length of time the lease should 
run,” the specialist suggested. “Try 
to make it for the type of farming 
you expect to do.

ATHENS, Dec. 7 — Georgia 
hens are long on feed Con- 
sumption, but short on egg 
production, according to Ar- 
thur Gannon, poultryman of 
the Extension Service. 

The average Georgia hen 
lays less than 100 eggs per 
year, he pointed out, while her 
sisters in improved flocks 
average 200 eggs each year. 
Yet, the 200-egger consumes 
only 13 pounds more of feed 
during the year than the 100- 
egg class. 

Georgia poultrymen, who 
expect to stay in the business 
when the country has all -the 
poultry and eggs it needs, will 
have to breed better flocks, 
Gannon asserted. The 200-egg 
producers lay in the Fall and 
Winter when prices are high- 
est and continue to lay longer 
than the average bird. 


Tobacco Seeds 
Distributed 
In Toombs

VIDALIA, Dec, 7—Plans of the 
Tobacco Committee of the Vidalia 
Kiwanis Club to sponsor Vidalia 
as the State’s leading tebacco mar- 
ket again in 1947 were under way 
Saturday when annual distribu- 
tion of tobacco seeds to growers of 
the community was announced. 

The seeds are furnished co-op- 
eratively by the operators of the 
Vidalia Tobacco warehousemen 
and the Kiwanis Club and R. E. 
Ledford is making the allotments 
frem his office at the Vidalia Ad- 
vance. 

J. R. Coombs, Toombs County 
fertilizer salesman, said that over 
50 percent of the Toombs County 
growers had used cyanamid dur- 
ing the past 60 d&iys to rid the 
beds of all weed seed and to clear 
out any mould that may have re 
mained over from last vear’s beds. 

Ledford said that 5.000 ounces 
of seed would be distributed to 
tobacco growers of the Vidalia 
territory and estimates that the 
beds grown out from this amount 
of seed will produce plants suffi- 
cient to set out 5,000 acres. 

Countv Agent Eugene Brogdon 
said in Toombs County there are 
1,450 farms this year and esti- 
mated about two acres per farm 
would be used for tobacco, a total 
of around 3,800 acres.

As for the Army Engineers, 
they’re busy as beavers. At their 
offices on Daniels Field here 
they’ve finished all the plans for 
the dam and are now sending 
blueprints to possible bidders. The 
only plans still unfinished are for 
the powerhouse. 

Wednesday they plan to open 
bids on two contvacts—the earth- 
en embankment on the Georgia 
side of the river and the diversion 
channel, the latter on the South 
Carolina side. Some .weeks ago 
they let a contract for a four-and- 
one-half mile access railway and it 
is about completed.

ER name was Balkis. She was Queen of 
an Arabia. Though King Solomon loved many 
women, she alone was his equal, or nearly 
sO, In wisdom and wealth, and she haunts the 
imagination as the woman he should have wed. 
The rumor of his greatness roused such curi 
osity in her that she came with a vast retinue to 
find out whether his reputation flattered him. 
The journey must have been at some cost to he! 
pride, since he showed no inclination fo visit her. 
She brought royal gifts, a hundred and twenty 
talents of gold, and of spices very great store, 
and precious stones. It is further said that in re 
turn he gave her all her desire, whatsoever she 
asked. So she turned and went to her own 
country, she and her servants. 

What was it she asked? What precisely did 
he give her? And why did she go home? 

This story, provocative and unfinished, is told 
in the first Book of Kings, Chapter X. It is told 
also by Josephus in the Antiquities of the Jews, 
where she is called Queen of Ethiopia. The story 
in a brief form is told also in the Koran. 

In all the versions Balkis began her visit by 
matching her wits with Solomon in what was a 
favorite parlor game among intellectual mon 
archs in her time. Solomon played the game fre. 
quently. According to Josephus, Hiram, King of 
Tyre, challenged him to a duel of riddle-guessing, 
the loser to pay a forfeit, so much for every 
riddle he missed. Solomon's riddles were difficult, 
and Hiram was all but bankrupt, but Hiram thought 
of some good ones, and Solomon had to pay. 

In the Book of Kings we are told that Balkis 
came to try Solomon out on some difficult ques 
tions, but Solomon had all the answers. Men ever 
since have made guesses at the questions she 
asked, and at his replies. 

The Koran suggests that he tested the alert 
ness of her mind by practical jokes. When she 
entered his palace, the floor shimmered and shone 
as though it were a pool of water. Instinctively, 
she lifted her skirt and tried to stick her toe in, 
but the pool was solid; it was a floor of glass. 

All versions of the Balkis legend give in some 
form the outburst of admiration with which she 
admitted the superior wisdom of Solomon; but 
only the account in the Book of Kings expresses 
what was in her heart. 

“She said to the King, ‘It was a true report 
that I heard in mine own land of thy acts and 
thy wisdom. Howbeit, I believed it not the words 
until I came, and mine eyes had seen it: and 
behold, the half was not told me: thy wisdom 
and prosperity exceedeth the fame which I heard. 

“*‘Happy are thy men, happy are these thy 
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servants, which stand continually befor 
and hear thy wisdom’!” 

Priscilla could not have spoken more cle: 
to John Alden, but Solomon did not urge he: 
stand continually before him and listen to ! 
riddle-solving forever. 

But because of her fervent words, susceptible 
commentators have insisted that Solomo) :

F THIS were a motion picture, it 

would probably begin like this: 
Opening shot of a community 
composed of the stately homes of 
bankers, industrialists and executives.

Vithin the gracious living room of 
this house, Isabelle Ford Harris, 60 
lies in her coffin The wall’ behind 
her is banked with hothouse flowers 
and simpler ones from Isabelle’s gar 
den. Outside the open door, some 
scolding sparrows are perched on the 
edge of their feeding station. It is 
the first time it has ever been empty. 

Now the camera shifts to a domes. 
tic employment agency. ‘The. usua! 
serio-comic scene is. on. Haughty 
dowagers in mink coats, who look as 
if they have just swallowed their 
lorgnettes, survey an equally haughty 
line of maids and cooks. 

Mutual antagonism rifts the scene. 
These are the matrons whose man- 
sions will presently be boarded up 
because of the “servant problem.” 
These are the maids and cooks who 
are finding the conditions that pre- 
vail in domestic service medieval and 
tyrannical, the hours too long, the 
living quarters too cramped. 

Isabelle may not be the answer to 
these problems which the camera, all 
in a few feet of film, flashes before 
the mind’s eye. But somehow she 
and her employers who stand beside 
her coffin, crushed with a sense of 
personal loss, hold out a ray of hope 
for a world of animosities, social mal- 
adjustments and clashes between 
classes. It is obvious that by mutu- 
ally pegging away at it, Mr. and 
Mrs. John G. Gredler._and Isabelle 
had worked out a successful human 
and humane relationship. 

Isabelle, as you regard her out- 
lined against the white satin pillow 
of her last earthly rest, is anywhere 
between 50 and 60 years of age.

YPSIES have roamed Englartd

five-year-old son, 


something, perhaps a toy that 
wouldn’t work, suddenly remarked: 

“Don’t throw the dog off the 
balcony!” 

And there just didn’t happen to be 
any dog there at all, and no balcony. 

You'd be a bit worried, wouldn't 
you? You might, if that sort of thing 
went on often enough, have the child 
go through a psychiatric examination. 

Twenty-three such children, actu- 
ally, were so examined, many of whom 
had on occasion uttered just such 
“irrelevant,” “nonsensical,” “silly,” 
“incoherent” remarks, to quote the 
description of them given by parents, 
teachers and physicians in asking 
Dr. Leo Kanner of Baltimore to at- 
tempt to find out what was wrong. 

Dr. Kanner is in charge of the 
child psychiatric clinic at the Harriet 
Lane Home for Invalid Children, part 
of the Johns Hopkins Hospital. 

Among the patients sent to him 
was Paul G., five, who frequently 
used the “dog and balcony” sentence. 

Another five-year-old, John F. He 
was in his father’s office one time 
and suddenly said: 

“That's where you left the money.” 

If John’s father ever showed him 
a penny, John would say: 

“That's where play tenpin.”’ 

Then there was Elaine, seven. If 
she was on the verge of tears, or 
fearful of anything, she would say: 

“Rabbits don’t cry' Dogs don't 
cry!” ‘Then she would add on a lot

more animals, all of which didn’t cry. 

Then there was Jay S., not quite 
four. If his veracity was ever ques- 
tioned, he would immediately refer 
to himself as “Blum.” 

If little Anthony, five years old, 
liked anything very much, he’d refer 
to it as “Fifty-Five.”’ 

Donald T., at seven, said “Annette 
and Cecile make purple.” 

Dr. Kanner, through long ques- 
tioning and conferences, was fortunate 
enough to find the clues that mace 
sense out of apparent nonsense. 

According to Dr. Kanner these 
children, called “autistic” in _ medical 
language because they are withdrawn 
into aloneness, really knew exactly 
what they were talking about in each 
of these sentences. 

Paul G., it developed had been in 
a London hotel with his parents and 
had persisted in throwing a toy dog 
off the balcony. 

Whenever he got 
to throw something, he 
himself aloud with the 
words of his mother. 

Just so with the others. It turned 
out John F’s Daddy had a big dic- 
tionary in his office, and when the 
child saw it he said “That’s where 
you left the money” because he 
remembered his father had sometimes 
hidden money in the home dictionary. 


angry, wanted 
admonished 
remembered 


John’s father used, several years 
before, to play tenpin with John, 
using a toy set. If the pins went 
down John got a penny. Money was 
tenpins to John after that: 

Elaine, in her infancy, had been 
surrounded by toy dogs, rabbits and 
other animals. Her mother, when 
Elaine cried, would point. to the 
animals and say “The rabbit doesn't 
cry.” In the autistic child this was 
expanded into “Dinosaurs don't cry,” 
“Seals don’t cry.” 

Anthony’s “Fifty-Five” expression 
took deep digging to find out the clue. 
It turned out he had two grandmoth- 
ers, one sixty-four and the othe: 
fifty-five... He told Dr. Kanner, “I! 
like Fifty-Five best.” This became 
his word of liking. . 

Donald 'T., it turned out, had five 
bottles of paint, and. named them 
after the Dionne quints. Annette was 
red, and Cecile was blue, hence when 
he said “Annette and Cecile make 
purple” he knew what he meant. 

Dr. Kanner said: 

“Tt’s mainly the original frame of 
reference which makes these substitu- 
tions seem peculiar. 

“Common usage makes it unneces 
sary to know the original source.

or not you associate it with the county 
in Ireland from which it has its name. 

“Gary T. at five years, called a 
bread basket a ‘home bakery.’ He 
didn’t stop there. All baskets, coal 
baskets, waste baskets, sewing bas- 
kets, became ‘home bakery.’ 

“The little boy that called himself 
‘Blum’ when his veracity was ques- 
tioned had read an advertisement in 
a newspaper which said in large let- 
ters ‘Blum Tells the Truth.’ When 
truthful he was Blum from then on.” 

In his report, Dr. Kanner points 
out that this may pave the way to a 
better understanding of the language 
of schizophrenics. 

Dor. Kanner said: 

“The abnormality of the autistic 
person, according to Whitehorn and 
Zipf, lies only in ignoring the other 
fellow, It lies in his disregard of the 
social obligation to make only these 
changes which are socially acceptable 
in that they are understandable. 

“The autistic speaker, in making 
his own language, without the 
nuisance of satisfying the auditor's 
may employ. the same prin- 
ciples of linguistic change as does 
the normal person, though not with 
the same care. 

“These observations gain adzdi- 
tional importance because they give 
concrete evidence to the long- felt 
assumption that similar mechanisms 
prevail in the irrelevant or incoherent 
language of adult schizophrenics. 

“In the case of the latter, the 
earlier and earliest connections have 
often been lost irretrievably, as they 
have been even for some of the ex- 
pressions of our children.”

D WYNN, the self-sivied “Perfect 
Fool” who has kept America 
laughing for over 40 years, added 

another word to his title some years 
apo The word was Sucket! 

Hiis second wife had just departed 
Via the divorce courts, taking a hefty 
pull on his heartstrings and a mighty 
yank on his pursestrings as she left. 
Said the funny Mr. Wynn: 

“I’m not going out with binocu 
lars to look for another wife, but if 
one happens by, I’m always a sucker.” 

Whether the comedian dusted off 
his binoculars, after all, or whether 
one just hanpened by, he now has 
another wife, the former Dorothy 
Elizabeth Nesbitt of New Rochelle, 
N. Y., daughter of the late New York 
society tailor, John Nesbitt. With a 
gay little party, including a press 
agent, he boarded a plane in Holly- 
wood recently,. stepped out in Las 
Vegas, Nevada, and became a hus- 
band for the third time at 59. 

The first Mrs. Wynn, according 
to Ed, cost him $250,000 in doctor bills 
alone. The second, after being plied 
with jewels, a limousine complete 
with chauffeur, and allowed to en 
gage a six-foot, wavy-haired dancing 
partner, Ed says, also found that be- 
ing Mrs. Wynn pays dividends. 

As for Ed, he found that the loss 
of two wives in two years, not to men- 
tion a million-odd dollars, was too 
much even for a comedian, and went 
into retirement for 17 months. 

The star of stage, screen and ra- 
dio, who made fortunes as a funny 
man and spent them on his wives, 
looked very happy after his third 
wedding ceremony. He didn’t say 
whether the beatific smile that adorned 
his face under the _tortoise-shell 
glasses was that of a happy bride- 
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Either 


groom, a Perfect Fool, or “a sucker 
for a left.” 

Born Isaiah Edwin Leopold, in 
Philadelphia, Ed was a top-line vaude- 
ville star by the time he was 19, writ- 
ing and playing the acts himself and 
earning $400 a week. In 1914, while 
playing in the Ziegfeld Follies, he 
married Hilda Keenan, who was also 
of the theatre. 

That marriage lasted 22 years, and 
produced Keenan Wynn, now a come- 
dian in his own right. The marriage 
was, according to Ed, expensive. 

“T found that a pint a day was not 
enough to keep the doctor away,” he 
replied to a separation action brought 
by Mrs. Wynn in 1937. “I spent $250,- 
000 in doctors’ bills alone.” 

Because of Mrs. Wynn’s “unfortu- 
nate condition.” as Ed called it, he 
chartered a yacht and gave her a 
European tour, paying off doctors as 
they went. Ed said the cure didn’t 
work and charged that once Mrs. 
Wynn ordered 32 cocktails at once. 

Mrs. Wynn’s story was that Frieda 
Mierse, a former Miss America, was 
the trouble. She demanded a divorce,

Frieda said that Ed was too old to 
take her places. Ed said he’d warned 
her before their marriage of the dif- 
ference in their ages—-he was 52, and 
she was 27——-but that she wanted to 
marry him anyway.~- Ed said he'd 
bought her a dictionary and taught 
her how to act in public.

“ARING moaning noises, a maid a few weeks ago 

dashed into the bedroom of the Paris apartment 

where she is employed. She found her middle- 
aged mistress lying on the floor in a position that would 
have done credit to a contortionist. 

“(Good Heavens, Madame, have you had a stroke?” 

“Not at all,” replied the woman in a voice muffled 

ut indignant, “I am doing my gymnastic exercises!” 

Then, after uncoiling, she endeavored to banish the 
naid’s last doubts of the regularity of the performance 

y showing her photographs in a fashion magazine. 

The photographs were of a lovely young woman 
named Yolande Bloin. Mile. Bloin was displayed in a 
variety of athletic poses, with which, the accompanying 
article declared, she invariably began her day and with- 
out which, it added, her beauty would be insignificant. 

“How strange!” exclaimed the maid. “My daughter 
works for Mlle. Bloin!” 

Her mistress was quick to seize on this news. The 
daughter must be questioned at once, she insisted; all 
the intimate details of the Bloin beauty routine must 
be discovered. 

An hour later the maid returned with the required 
information. It came as rather a shock to the housewife. 

For it appeared that Mlle. Bloin, despite the testi- 
mony of the photographs, never tortured herself with 
gymnastic exercises, never dieted, never resorted to any 
of the painful rituals with which women the world over 
woo the elusive goddess of beauty. 

The most often photographed woman in Paris, and, 
possibly, in the entire world, Yolande Bloin, a fashion 
model, eats (to use her own candid expression) like a 
horse. She sleeps with equal lack of restraint. When 
she can get it—-which is not often now--she drinks 
gallons of milk. The only exercise she takes is in out- 
door sports, such as swimming and skiing. 

Once a week she visits a woman who simply brushes 
her hair. She herself does all the dressing oi it, and 
the shampooing. In the latter rite she uses both eggs 
and rum, sacrificing her ration of both for the purpose. 

Nor are these non-conformist habits all that dis- 
tinguished her from other models. What makes her 
really unique is the shape of her face. 

On her initial professional visit to a phetorrapher, 
the man as a matter of course tried to find out which 
of her profiles was the more photogenic. He couldn't. 
For the first time in his life he was confronted with a 
woman whose face was perfectly symmetrical. 

You'd think that Mlle. Bloin’s regular features might 
limit her photographic possibilities. The contrary is 
true. Alone among Parisian models, she is able to pose 
for every conceivable type, from the slinkiest femme 
fatale to the most starry-eyed ingenue. No two of the 
thousand-odd photographs taken of her resemble each 
other and, even more extraordinary, she herself re- 
sembles none of them. 

Although her pictures are everywhere, she never is 
recognized in the streets. Out of harness, she looks like 
neither a mannikin, nor a photographer’s model, nor a 
movie actress, nor, in fact, anything at all but a breath 
takingly beautiful young woman. This strange fact has 
had an equally strange effect: In Paris, where the 
efforts of ladies of her profession to spread themselves 
socially are frowned upon, Yolande Bloin is accepted. 

There’s another odd thing about her, too: Nature 
has made up for the, regularity of her face by giving 
her a pair of radically different hands, one very sinuous 
and supple, the other quite straight. Cartier, whose 
jewelry she displays, uses only her left, or supple, hand. 

Paris-born and convent-bred, Mlle. Bloin lost her 
father when she was a child. She was 16, studying 
chemistry at a medical school, when her mother became 
desperately ill. To earn money, she sought work as a 
mannikin. Schiaparelli, the famous couturiere, hired 
her because “her hair wasn’t blondined and she wore 
no make-up.” 

If the naturalness of her appearance was an asset 
at the start, it soon became a drawback. Most of the 
Schiaparelli creations were too sophisticated for the 
16-year-old product of a convent. However, the loss of 
this first job was not too painful, for by then she 
already had been spotted and signed up by Harper's 
Bazaar. Not long afterwards she was Paris’s leading 
specialist in photographic modeling. 

Twenty-four now, she has been twice engaged, still 
is unmarried. Her first romance was with a Russian 
count. Cooler afterthoughts intervened. 

Hier second flame, the son of an aristocratic French 
family, unfortunately had a wife. Moreover, his parents 
Shrank from the thought of handing on their proud 
name to a model. However, all obstacles were cleared 
away at last, the wife was disposed of through the 
divorce courts, the parents were won over. Then Mlle. 
Bloin once more had afterthoughts. The wedding was off. 

She escaped emotional entanglement with members 
of the U. S. Army during and after the war. However, 
she is not wholly without experience of American court- 
ing tactics. In the late 1930s a wealthy American 
orange grower, after a look at one of her photographs, 
wrote her, in care of the magazine in which it was 
published, that he expected to be in Paris for eight 
days and was prepared to make her a present of $50,000. 
In return all he asked was her undivided attention. 

She never answered his letter, never saw him.

OU may have heard about blue 

babies and how the miracles of 

surgery can save these infants. 
But did you know that surgery can 
save yellow-green babies too” 

Today, year-old Karen Whitgrove 
of Sacramento, California, 1S a su 
perbly healthy baby. She has rosy 
cheeks, her chubby body with its 
golden hue is a natural tribute to 
California sunshine, and she is alert 
to. a degree unusual for her age. 

Last December, the new-born 
daughter of Army Captain and Mrs. 
Raymond F. Whitgrove was listless, 
jaundiced and had a life expectancy 
of less than one year. Her skin was 
a ghastly yellow-green color. 

She would be dying a slow and 
painful death now, were it not for 
the diagnostic and surgical skill of a 
University of California doctor who 
performed a rare operation in mini- 
ature surgery on little Karen when 
she was only 35 days old.

This duct, or tube, normally car- 
ries bile secretions from the liver to 
the intestines. In Karen’s case it 
was blocked off and, furthermore, 
reached only half way to the intes- 
tines. 

Because of this condition, the 
baby’s system became poisoned and 
she was unable to retain nourish- 
ment. She turned a jaundiced hue. 

A delicate and highly dangerous 
operation known as a choledochoduo- 
denostomy was necessary to save 
her from certain death-—but surgery, 
doctors told the Whitgroves, is pos- 
sible in only 25 per cent of such cases. 

Examination proved that in this 
one phase, Karen was fortunate. The 
duct was barely long enough to en- 
able the doctor to attempt a connec- 
tion between the detached areas. 

So the baby, only three weeks old 
then, was given food rich in proteins 
and carbohydrates and injected with 
vitamin K to prepare her for the 
ordeal. 

Although it was necessary to build 
Karen up sufficiently to withstand 
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the operation, time also was impo. 
tant, since her condition became 
steadily more serious each day. 

After two weeks, the University 
doctor decided to operate. Karen 
who weighed only eight and a hal! 
pounds, was carried to a specially 
heated room. ‘There she was placed 
on an improvised operating “table’”’ 
made of an inverted metal pan. Under- 
neath the pan was a hot water bottle 
to keep Karen warm, for physicians 
knew that on such a tiny patient 
temperature changes could not be 
tolerated. 

Not only was the room extra 
warm, and shielded from even the 
faintest draft, but the nurses wrapped 
little Karen’s arms and legs in sheet 
strips and woolen cloth. 

Never before had the surgeon at- 
tempted an operation on so small a 
patient. It was-an operation in mini 
ature. 

His task was to raise a length of 
the intestines to the spot where the 
bile duct ended and connect the two 
in order to supply free passage. 

Karen's size made it necessary 
for him to utilize instruments only 
half as large as those which would 
have been used for a child several 
months old. 

Forceps, for example, measured 
only 1-l6th of an inch in width, 
whereas standard quarter-inch in- 
struments are used in ordinary oper- 
ations. 

The baby’s inner structure was 
so small that the doctor faced a 
grave technical problem in his efforts 
to sew the open organs together. 

In addition to these unusual diffi- 
culties, there was danger of leaking 
bile. Should any seep out in the 
course of the operation, it would 
lodge in the abdominal cavity, per- 
haps cause peritonitis and death.

HE late Willis Sharpe Kilmer (the accent is 
Te the middle name) amassed a fortune of 

30 million dollars on a cure-all known as 
“Swamp Root,” but the best medicine he ever 
gave the public was a bag of bones called Exter- 
minator, one of the great race horses of this 
century who during his racing career provided 
balm for untold thousands of suffering form 
players at the payoff window. 

If one were asked to epitomize in a line the 
career of Kilmer, the nostrum manufacturer who 
became an important figure in thoroughbred 
racing, the most appropriate answer would be: 
“Them that has gits.” Yet, that wouldn't be 
telling the whole story. 

It is true that everything Kilmer touched came 
up 18 Karat but that wouldn’t have been the case 
if the panacea purveyor didn’t have the admirable 
quality of doing a thorough job on everything he 
undertook. This accounts for the outstanding 
success he attained in three such widely divergent 
fields of endeavor as proprietary medicine, news- 
paper publishing and thoroughbred racing. 

Kilmer, a Brooklyn boy, born three years after 
the Civil War, took up residence in Binghamton, 
N. Y., at the age of 10 when his father obtained 
an interest in the proprietary medicine business 
owned by Dr. S. Andral Kilmer, the boy’s uncle. 

The firm put out a remedy called “Swamp 
Root” which was reputed to be a cure-all for 
kidney, liver and bladder ailments. 

While young Willis was growing up, “Swamp 
Root” was sold in moderate quantities in the 
Binghamton area but was unknown elsewhere. 
This all changed after young Willis had studied 
advertising in Cornell University and returned to 
Binghamton to give the firm the benefit of his 
talents and ideas. 

His first step was to insert advertisements in 
small newspapers all over the country. It was 
one of the first national advertising campaigns 
and though it threatened to bankrupt the com- 
pany at first, when the cost far exceeded the re- 
ceipts, gradually it increased sales tremendously. 

All went well with the Kilmers until the turn 
of the century when newspapers and magazines 
began to attack patent medicine firms which 
made extravagant claims for their products. 
“Swamp Root,” the maiden aunt’s favorite bever- 
age when she wanted to get a “glow” without 
losing her membership in the W.C.T.U., was as 
high on the list of nostrums under fire as it was 
in alcoholic content--12 per cent. 

The result of the campaign nationally was to 
bring about the adoption of stricter laws regulat- 
ing the sale and advertisement of patent medi- 
cines. The use of the word “cure” was forbidden 
in this connection. Locally, insofar as “Swamp 
Root” was concerned, the results were of a vastly 
different nature. 

By this time, the younger Kilmer, now in con- 
trol of the company, had come to regard the 
City of Binghamton as his feudal estate. Many 
of the townsfolk worked for him and the Kilmer 
wealth had a powerful effect on the local politics. 

Kilmer was a big, impressive looking man, six 
feet one inch tall, weighing 215 pounds and 
crowned with a shock of iron gray hair which 
later turned pure white. Under beetling eyebrows, 
he had a pair of piercing blue-gray eyes which 
turned dark whenever he was enraged. 

An immaculate dresser, he always carried a 
cane as his scepter of office as Baron of Bingham- 
ton. If common folk weren't frightened or at 
least awed by all these props, there was the 
Baron's deep, booming voice to keep them in line. 


ON Binghamtonite who refused to be fright- 
ened was Guy Beardsley, editor of the Bing- 
hamton Herald. He had previously incurred the 
Great Man’s wrath by publishing criticism of 
Mayor George S. Green, Kilmer favorite. 
Kilmer had returned a copy of the Herald to 
Editor Beardsley with the anti-Green editorial 
ringed with pencil and the marginal notation: 
“If you don’t quit this we shall stop advertising 
with you.” Beardsley didn’t quit and the “Swamp 
Root” advertising was withdrawn for a while. 
Then, one day, Kilmer was driving along a 
Binghamton street in his tandem rig. Ahead of 
him rode a man on a bicycle who didn’t heed 
his order to clear the road. Thereupon, it is 
claimed, Kilmer lashed him with his horsewhip. 
The man, who, it developed, was deaf, brought 
suit against Kilmer and the Herald printed the 
Story. Later, when Kilmer was being sued for 
divorce by the second of his three wives, the 
Herald printed the list of 14 corespondents named. 
Mr. Kilmer did nothing on a small scale. 
The outcome of all these “affronts’” to the 
Swamp Root King’s dignity by the Binghamton 
Herald drove Kilmer in 1904 to organize a news-

paper of his own, which he called the Press. 

Like all other Kilmer ventures, the Press 
became a money-maker. Eventually, it forced the 
Herald out of business but not before Editor 
Beardsley had taunted the patent medicine king 
with countless paragraphs such as: “A patent 
medicine maker says: ‘Look out for your kidneys.’ 
Where does he expect one to see themi, coming in 
at the back door or up the street?” 

Several times the Federal Bureau of Chemistry 
and Board of Food and Drug Inspection recom- 
mended prosecution of the “Swamp Root” firm 
on charges of misbranding and false claims, but 
the recommendations were always dropped. 

Kilmey’s father had raced trotters, but thor- 
oughbreds appealed more to Kilmer, Jr., and he 
entered this field as an exhibitor at national horse 
shows, winning many blue ribbons with the un- 
defeated champion stallion, Yellowcrest. 

Now that he had invaded this new field, with 
his usual thoroughness he read every book about 
race horses he could lay his hands on and con- 
sulted the leading experts in this field. Soon he 
had assembled a modest string of racers which 
were quartered at his Sky Top estate in Bingham- 
ton. Kilmer might never have become known in 
racing circles if it hadn’t been for the luck that 
pursued him through life in money matters. 

At the Saratoga yearling sales in 1916, Kilmer 
acquired a bay colt by Sundridge named Sun 
Briar. As a two-year-old, Sun Briar won the 
juvenile championship and so was installed as 
the winter book favorite for the 1918 Kentucky 
Derby. Needing a work horse to help train his 
champ, Kilmer bought a bony looking gelding 
called Exterminator for $9,000. 


UN BRIAR didn’t seem to round into form that 

spring at Louisville. Even the bony gelding could 
outspeed him in their morning workouts. As 
Kilmer leaned against the rail at Churchill Downs 
one April morning in 1918, watching Sun Briar 
go through another disappointing workout, Col. 
Matt Winn, ecirector of the track, came up to him 
and asked him why he looked so glum. 

“I think I'll] have to scratch Sun Briar,’ 
Kilmer. “He just isn’t getting into shape.” 

“Well, what’s the matter with Exterminator?” 
asked Winn. 

“Ueh!” said Kilmer, disgustedly. “That bag of 
bones? He’s just good for horse meat.” 

“Tf I were you I’d look him over a little more 
closely,” said Winn. “He looks like a powerful 
good horse to me.” 

Kilmer took a second and a third look and 
decided that maybe the Colonel was right. 

Exterminator’s bony appearance kept the 
crowd from betting on him on Derby Day. Most 
of the play was on Escobar, the post-time favorite. 
But Exterminator taught them not to judge a book 
by its cover. Breaking fifth, he was fourth at the 
three-quarter pole, second by a neck in the 
stretch and winner by a head after outgaming 
the favorite in the stretch run. The machines 
paid off at the rate of $61.20 to $2 on Old Bones 
and the bookies shelled out even more. 

On Old Bones, the patent medicine king rode 
to fame on the turf. The ungainly gelding became 
a legendary horse. In 100 starts he won 50 races 
and a total of $252,996 for his owner. Only 17 
times was Exterminator unplaced. Kilmer retired 
Old Bones in 1924 and he lived a life of luxury 
until his death a year ago at the ripe old age of 30. 

Colonel Winn used to insist that Exterminator 
was the greatest race horse of all time because he 
won events at every distance from five furlongs 
to two and a quarter miles, carrying weights up 
to 140 pounds. 

To keep Old Bones company in retirement, 
Kilmer bought a Shetland pony named Peanuts 
and they became fast frierds. Exterminator 
would tease his pal unmercifully until Peanuts 
would become so enraged he would try to kick 
the big fellow. Then Old Bones would lean his 
weight against the pony and pin him against the 
stall so he couldn’t move. 

When Peanuts died in 1933 Exterminator was 
unconsolable. Another pony was provided but 
Old Bones chased him away. Before he died on 
Sept. 27, 1945, Exterminator sold $25,000,000 worth 
of war bonds at Belmont Park. His record of 
3:21 4/5 for two and a quarter miles still stands. 

Sun Briar whose pre-Derby failure gave 
Exterminator his chance, responded to training 
later that season and set an unofficial world’s 
record of 1:34 flat for the mile. Once he wasn’t 
asked to beat a wonder horse in the guise of a 
pace setter, he came around. Sun Briar retired 
to the stud after his racing career. 

Kilmer’s racing interests had grown so much 
meantime that in 1922 he bought Court Manor, 
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Brown Brothers.

an estate two miles from New Market, Va., in 
the Shenandoah Valley, containing 1,200 acres of 
the old Moore estate which had been deeded to 
‘Thomas Moore in 1765 by George Il. The estate 
was cut up into 17 fields and 35 paddocks with 
200 stalls in 21 stables. 

Sun Briar sired the winners of 950 races worth 
$1,900,000 while standing at Court Manor. Among 
them were Pompey, Sun Beau, Sunny Man, Sun 
kiag and Firethorn. After the farm had been in 
operation only a short time, Kilmer’s stud had its 
ereatest year. Reigh Count, three-year-old cham- 
pion of 1927; Sun Beau, who held the title as 
world’s leading money winner from 1931 until 
Seabiscuit passed him in 1940, and Sun Edsin all 
were foaled there in the same season. 

Sun Beau’s winnings totalled $376,744 in 33 
races. Sun Edwin brought in $68,455. 

Reigh Count.was sold by Kilmer to John Hertz 
the Chicago taxi tycoon, and thereby hangs a tale. 
In one of his. sprints as a two-year-old, Reigh 
Count bore out. Unable to overtake the horse in 
front of it, the story runs, Reigh Count lunged 
at his flanks and bit him. Watching the race, 
Hertz said: ““That’s the horse for me!” 

Investigating further, Hertz found that the 
wrong type of racing plates had been used that 
day on Reigh Count, considering the condition of 
the track and he hastened to bid $10,000 for the 
colt. Kilmer demanded $12,000, but compromised 
on $11,000. Thus did Hertz acquire the three-year- 
old.champion of 1927 for a song. 

Kilmer was a hard man for a trainer to work 
for, not only because he prided himself in his own 
knowledge of thoroughbreds but wouldn’t coun- 
tenance mediocrity. Although worth $30,000,000, 
Kilmer was a niggardly better. 

During his travels he had acquired a valet 
named John Wycherly Jones, in Scotland. Despite 
his name and the place where Kilmer picked him 
up, Jones was a Hungarian with a pronounced 
accent. Like his master, Jones took a deep interest 
in horses and became quite an amateur handi- 
capper, in whose judgment Kilmer had faith. 


ILMER would approach Jones in the clubhouse 

at the track and ask him what he thought of a 
particular horse. 

“Vell, I theenk he has a chonce,” Jones would 
reply. “I’m’ betting five on him.” 

“All right then,” Kilmer would say, “bet five 
for me, too.” 

What Kilmer never found out was that the 
valet’s five meant “five hundred.” His own 
meant exactly what it said. 

In later years, Kilmer acquired a winter train- 
ing farm at Tidewater, Va., which he called 
Remlik Hall (Remlik being Kilmer in reverse). 
The Hall was destroyed by fire in 1938. 

While helping to fight the blaze, the Master 
suffered severely from exposure which hastened 
his death two years later. The official cause of 
death was diabetes——ironically enough one of the 
diseases for which “Swamp Root” was claimed to 
be a cure in the good old days when anything went,

Even Leprosy Fails to Mar a Great Devotion 


an from Switzerland. Since they 
met when they were young on the 
island of Guam, they've lived the kind 
of lives that arm-chair wanderers 
muse about, always together, no mat- 
ter how remote the South Pacific 
landfall—and now leprosy can't sepa- 
rate them. =.- 

The meeting was in 1913. The 
Major was a sergeant in the Marines 
then, and Gertrude von Costenoble 
was the daughter of a retired officer 
of the Prussian guard who as bota- 
nist and business man had taken her 
from Japan to Saipan and finally 
to Guam. 

They both remember in detail the 
love that deepened swiftly beneath 
the mango trees. Almost from the 
beginning they were certain they 
wanted to be married. Gértrude’s 
father was certain he didn’t want a 
Marine sergeant as a son-in-law. He 
took the initiative. Under native 
guard, he sent her away to a distant 
plantation. 

To the girl, that was a challenge. 

“One day a native whispered to 
her,” Major Hornbostel recalled a 
little while ago. “He told her that her 
father wasn’t satisfied with keeping 
her in seclusion on the plantation. 
He planned to put her on a Jap 
schooner and separate us for good.” 

Gertrude didn’t wait for word from 
her father. She bribed a guard, got 


word to the young sergeant, and it 
was after he received the message 
that he waited in the night years 
ago. He waited and she, helped by 
the guard, escaped. 

Threading her way beneath mango 
trees and coconut palms, she ran 
through the night past copra and 
corn and breadfruit and she. came 
to the river she sought. 

She plunged in. She swam down. 
stream a half mile, and when she 
waded ashore the sergeant took her 
in his arms. 

“IT led her away, and I was sure 
of where we were going,” he said. 
“We went to a native church, and 
there a Navy chaplain married us.” 

During World War I the sergeant 
was made a first lieutenant; after the 
war he was discharged and in 1920 the 
Bishop Museum of Honolulu engaged 
him to sail from one Pacific island 
to another, collecting botanical speci- 
mens and tracing the migrations of 
Polynesian peoples. With him went 
his wife. 

“We kept at that for seven years,” 
he said, “then settled in the Philip- 
pines and I went into the mining 
business. We were there when the 
Japs struck.” 

He became a Major, won a Silver 
Star with “Casey’s Dynamiters,” only 
to be captured and forced into the 
Bataan “death march.” He went to 


Cabanatuan Prison; Mrs. Hornbostel 
to Santo Tomas Prison. 

They were freed in February, 
1945, and by that time Mrs. Hornbos 
tel began to notice a lesion on one 
cheek and a numbness in her palms. 

“T have leprosy,” she said to her 
husband, and they faced it calmly 
and quietly. They sought verifica- 
tion, and the Army’s Letterman Hos- 
pital in San Francisco provided it. 

From San Francisco, she was 
taken to Carville. There she agreed 
to submit to the experimental admin.- 
istration .of the spectacular germ 
killer, streptomycin, a mold like peni- 
cillin. In a series of treatments, she 
is receiving it in combination with a 
new sulfa drug, promin. ‘The doctors, 
having seen other cases reaci favor- 
ably to promin alone, believe there 
is hope for her. 

Her husband, too, believes there 
is hope, and tells her so; he writes 
to their three grown children that he 
believes it; but if there isn’t, his 
course will not be altered. 

He is living near the hospital now, 
and spending part of every day with 
his wife, while he prepares to give his 
remaining years to improvement of 
conditions of all lepers. 

“T want to stay here 
end,” he said.

HIS direct appeal to the good sportsmanship and good common sense

A recent census shows a drop of about 40% in the number of 
black ducks this year, and all flying wildfowl faces the threat of ex- 
tinction if there is continued overshooting. 

“Millions of young men who never had fired a gun until they were 
taught to shoot in the recent war,” Dr. Gabrielson continues, “are eager 
to test their new-found skill in the field,” with the result that there 
are nearly twice as many duck hunters today as there were in 1945. 

Many men excuse violations of conservation laws by saying that 
they are making up for the hunting they missed In the war years, but 
the tragic aftermath of such excuses may be even stricter limits 0} 
completely closed seasons in the years to come.

Most spectacular of all our rare birds were 
the great flocks of giant ‘Trumpeter Swans, wheel- 
ing through the skies of the northwest with such 
grandeur that farmers and ranchers stopped their 
work to look on with awe. 

These feathered “planes” with their eight-foot 
wingspread made fine targets. Their flesh was 
palatable, their feathers brought a good price. 
Gradually their numbers dwindled to where for 
several seasons not a single swan was seen. 

Then, in 1935, 73 survivors were found huddled 
together on a Rocky Mountain lake. 

After buying up the land surrounding the lake, 
the U. S. Fish and Wildlife Service posted guards 
to shoot any wild creature that might molest the 
precious birds. Food was scattered plentifully 
and watchers looked on at the happenings in the 
little swan colony from observation towers. 

Fifty cygnets—baby swans—-were hatched by 
17 pair of adults the first summer. ‘Today there 
are 361 Trumpeter Swans, 60 more than last year. 

Sometimes it is not men but the birds them- 
selves who are their own worst enemies. 

This is true of the whooping crane, believed to 
be driving itself toward race suicide by the long 
hazardous seasonal flights it makes from Canada 
to the Gulf States and Mexico, and by its failure 
to reproduce. 

The timid females lay no more than two eggs 
a year, and when frightened they take off from 
the nest without a moment’s hesitation, leaving

HERE was something about the

Jesus Related the Parable of the 


"Good Samaritan,”

Here, As Evidence That Even a 
Member of the Shunned Race 


Could Be Charitable. 
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By Jack Stone 


N ‘THE little village of Nablus, in 

Palestine, lives a small band of 150 

men, women and children, last of 
the Biblical Samaritans, who are 
keeping alive, year after vear, the 
greatest self-deception in history. 

Every Passover they journey to 
the summit of rocky Mount Gerizim 
and perform a sacrificial rite in ac- 
cordance with the precepts estab- 
lished by Moses, in the firm—but mis- 
taken——belief they represent the sole 
remainder of the Lost Ten Tribes of 
Isreal. 

Actually, they can claim no right- 
ful descent from the Israelites, being 
instead the remnants of a mixture of 
peoples that puts them in the mon- 
grel class. Yet they persistently cling 
to the false conviction—-and have for 
more than 2500 years—-that. they 
spring from Israelite stock. 

In order fully to understand the 
origin of this strangest of all miscon- 
structions of history it is necessary 
to go back ten centuries before 
Christ, when, after the death of King 
Sclomon, Palestine (then the King- 
com of Israel) was divided into a 
northern Kingdom of Israel and the 
southern Kingdom of Judah. 

Ten tribes formed the more. pow- 
eriul, merchant northern kingdom 
and only two tribes, Benjamin and 
Judah, the agrarian southern king- 
iom. In the south, however, was Jeru- 
sulem, site of the Solomonic Temple. 

Che northern kingdom selected the 
city of Samaria as its capital and 
temple site. In the area about this 
city lived the Samaritans, a compara- 
tively small, isolated group of people 
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to Mesopotamia, where, under a cul- 


who probably originated from the 
earlier Canaanites. They sought to 
identify themselves with the more 
numerous Israelites but were shunned 
as an alien race. 

In 721 B. C. King Sargon of As- 
Syria swept down upon the Israelite 
kingdom, then a buffer state between 
powerful countries to the east and 
Egypt to the south, captured Samaria 
and transferred the kingdom’s popu- 
lace to Assyria, where they were dis- 
persed and absorbed and became the 
“Lost Ten Tribes of Israel.” 

The Samaritans were overlooked 
in the mass migration, 

King Sargon—-much as Hitler did 
and Stalin is now doing—populated 
the captured land with his own sub- 
jects, mainly warlike, ruffianly char- 
acters from Cuthi. These newcomers 
mixed with the Samaritans, forming 
a mongrel tribe. 

By that time a more nondescript 
people than ever, the Samaritans nev- 
ertheless aspired to be considered the 
descendants of the Ten Tribes. 

While the Samaritan blood was 
being watered by Cuthi infiltration, 
the two Hebrew tribes in southern 
Judah were seized by the Chaldeans, 
who had by then gained ascendancy 
over the Assyrians, and carried off 
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struc- 
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tured and enlightened 
ture, they retainéd their 
tity and even thrived. 

Then Cyrus of Persia conquered 
the Chaldeans and in 539 B. C. he per- 
mitted the tribes of Judah to return 
to their native land and rebuild the 
temple at Jerusalem. Ezra and Ne- 
hemiah were the great Jewish leaders 
of that day and to them the Samari- 
tans, still seeking Israelite affiliation, 
offered help in re-erection of the tem- 
ple. Their offer was sternly turned 
down and, furthermore, Ezra decreed 
that any Jews who had intermarried 
with the Samaritans must put away 
their “heathen wives.” 

Embittered, the Samaritans adopted 
the Pentateuch, the first five books 
of the Jewish Old Testament, as their 
creed, claiming they were the only 
true disciples of Moses. 

Mixture with the warlike Cuthi 
gave the Samaritans a reputation for 
lawlessness among the resettled Jews. 
Travelers avoided Samaria when pos- 
sible, fearing attack and robbery. In 
the time of Jesus Samaritans and 
Jews never spoke to each other. Jesus, 
in the New ‘Testament, relates the 
parable of the Good Samaritan as 
evidence that even a member of the 
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amaritans 


shunned race could be charitable. 

The Samaritans’ present leader is 
Ben Uzzi. Ha-Cohen, the high priest. 

In accordance with the Book of 
Exodus (Chapter 12), the Samaritans 
move their tents up to Mount Geri- 
zim a few days before Passover. Each 
family brings a lamb carefully se 
lected as perfect. As the sun sets 
the high priest (Ha-Cohen) dons a 
long silk robe and the heads of the 
seven families and their sons put on 
white robes. 

The white-robed Samaritans dance 
rhythmically, slowly at first, then in 
hysterical frenzy until exhausted. Ha- 
Cohen mounts a pillar and chants the 
Aramaic version of the Exodus chap. 
ter. The lambs are brought to him, 
surrounded by young men, so that 
they will not be profaned. 

Three long-haired Nazarites 
(pledged to total abstinence) wait, 
knives in hand. When Ha-Cohen 
chants the words “shall kill it at 
evening,” the knives flash and every 
lamb lies with its throat severed. 

Samaritans leap for- 
ward, catch the warm blood in their 
hands and smear it on their faces, 
then upon each tent, as was done on 
the door-posts of the Israelite houses 
in Egypt after the Exodus.

Madame Steinheil Said 
That Three Bearded Men 
and a Red-Headed 
Woman Broke Into. Her 
Bedroom on the Night 
of the Double Murder, 
Bound and Gagged Her 
and Stole Her Money 
and Jewels.

MALL wonder Gustave Hamard, chief of 

detectives, whistled and gasped “Mon Dieu!” 

when the news reached him early that morn- 
ing of May 31, 1908, that Louis Adolphe Steinheil, 
husband of Marguerite Steinheil, had been mur- 
dered, along with madame’s mother. What a sad 
day for the legendary Marguerite; she who had 
once been the most influential woman in France! 

Hlamard learned the double killing had been 
discovered shortly after 6 a. m. Remy Couillard, 
butler in the Steinheil residence on Impasse Ron- 
sin, Paris, had entered madame’s bedroom to find 
her tied to her bed, and a minute or so later he 
had found the bodies. Steinheil, an established 
painter of religious subjects, lay in a passage 
between his bedroom and the bathroom; his 
mother-in-law lay in her bed. Both had been 
strangled with a cord. 

Mme, Steinheil, 39 and still very attractive, 
told Detective Hamard that she had planned to 
move that day to the family’s country home in 
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INPARIS 


Vertiogis. Her mother, who was to accompany 
them to the country, had come up from her home 
near the Swiss border two days before, and the 
Steinheils’ 17-year-old daughter, Marthe, had al- 
ready departed with the cook. 

Mme. Steinheil had slept in her daughter’s 
room on the murder night, giving her mother 
her own more comfortable quarters, 

She did not know how long she had been 
asleep, she related, when she was suddenly awak. 
ened by a sheet being thrown over her head. The 
sheet was removed after she had been hit on the 
head and gagged. She said she saw three bearded 
men who wore long black coats and wide black 
hats. As she stared at them in horror, a tall woman 
with ecarrot-red hair, also wearing a black coat, 
came Into her line of vision. 


ME. STEINHEIL said the intruders rifled her 
desk, took money and jewels, then tied her to 
the bed and departed. She said she lost con- 
sciousness. She said she did not revive until near 
dawn. She said she worked the gag out of her 
mouth but was so weak she could only moan. 
Hamard and his men could find no clews in 
the house that had been the nation’s No. 1 politi. 
cal salon during the period. Marguerite Steinheil

had been a favorite of the late President Faure. 

Near the body of the 56-year-old husband, 
Hamard picked up an alpenstock; and on a table 
lay, among other articles, two 50-franc notes. 

Two days after the crime, Mme. Steinheil took 
refuge in the home of childhood friends, the 
Count and Countess d’Arlan, making the trip in 
an ambulance. There, several days later, an 
examining magistrate, another old friend named 
Leydet, called to ask her some questions. 

In this interview, the widow insisted that the 
murderers must have broken into the house in 
search of Faure’s sensational memoirs, which she 
had been helping him write at the time of his 
death in February, 1899. She said they must 
have taken her valuables to cloak their true pur 
pose. She had her own suspicions, she said, as 
to the persons behind the crime. ‘They'd probably 
kill her next, she added. 

Leydet, expressing alarm, assigned two de 
tectives to guard her, and, at his urging, she re. 
tained as her attorney a friend of his, Antony 
Aubin. About a week later, when she had he 
self transported in an ambulance to Vertlogis, the 
detectives went with her. 

In a second interview on June 26, in the pres 
ence of a deputy attorney general, Leydet sug- 
gested that Mme. Steinheil was shielding some- 
one, perhaps a current or former admirer. She 
swore that if she suspected anyone, she most 
certainly would not hesitate to denounce him. 
The Paris newspapers ridiculed this avowal and 
hinted that the authorities were protecting. her. 

The papers boldly charged Mme. Steinheil with 
complicity in the crime. They cited the fact that 
her head had not shown the faintest trace of the 
blow she said had been administered. 


A® THE newspaper campaign to implicate the 
widow waxed hotter and hotter, the investiga- 
tion came to a standstill. She moved from place to 
place, constantly pursued by anonymous letters 
and public indignation. In September her daugh- 
ter’s fiance, Lieut. Pierre Buisson, stated that he 
would be unable to marry Marthe unless the 
mystery were cleared up. Mother and daughter 
beseeched the authorities to spare no effort. 

That was the situation on Nov. 19, when a 
cousin of Mme. Steinheil demanded ‘the arrest 
of the butler, Couillard. He exhibited the butler’s 
wallet, which contained two letters Mme. Stein- 
heil had given Couillard to post, and from which 
the stamps had been stolen. The butler admitted 
the theft. 

Later the cousin took the pocketbook to the 
editor of Le Matin, Paris daily, and now a pear! 
was found wrapped in tissue paper. Mme. Stein. 
heil stated that the pearl had been taken from one 
of her stolen rings, so Couillard was arrested and 
charged with murder, but as the papers went to 
press with the story a young Matin reporter as- 
serted that the gem had not been in the wallet 
when it was first examined. Couillard accused 
Mme. Steinheil of instigating an attempt to frame 
him and challenged her to tell the truth. 

On the evening of Nov. 25, a police officer 
escorted Mme.*Steinheil from her home to the 
office of Magistrate Leydet. ‘The latter’s voice 
shook with emotion as he said, “Maaame, your 
jeweler has made a statement” 

The jeweler, M. Souloy, had reported that she 
sent several of her rings to him for remounting 
on June 12, the day after she had published a 
list of stolen jewels, and he had recognized sev- 
eral of the pieces as being among those listed. 
He had kept silent as a matter of discretion, but 
with the arrest of the butler he could not keep 
silent any longer. 

“Please explain this, madame,” said Leydet. 

“I can do that, very easily,” she replied. 

She said that President Faure and a certain 
attorney general had given her much jewelry, 
but since she was a married woman the only 
jewels they could give her were exact replicas of 
pieces given her by her husband. The rings she 
had sent to Souloy, she said, had been rings from 
her husband. 

Mme. Steinheil fainted twice in Leydet’s of.- 
fice, then was permitted to return to her home. 

There, to her dismay, she found reporters from 
Le Matin and Echo de Paris who had decided to 
tearn up in an effort to break her down. They 
succeeded in getting her to admit that she had 
detested her husband, that she was in love with 
another man, and that her every action of late 
had been to prove to this other man that she 
wanted the slayers apprehended and-. punished. 
She admitted, too, that she had smuggled the 
pearl into her butler’s wallet. 

“Who is this other man?” the reporters cried. 
“Give us his name?” 

She said he was Alexandre Wolff, the son of 
Marietta, her cook. 

Later that night she repeated this to Detective 
Hamard and Leydet, and at 7 a. m. Alexandre 
Wolff was brought in. He listened to Mme. Stein- 


heil relate that he had forced his way into her 
room, then killed her husband and her mother 
when they came to rescue her. Wolff, a horse 
trader, laughed in her face. 

“Madame, you talk nonsense,” he said. “Only 
a week ago you spoke in a most friendly manner 
to me in the kitchen, even though I must then 
already have been the killer of your mother!” 

“Dear Alexandre,” she pleaded, “do confess! 
Please, for the sake of Marthe'”’ 

“I repeat, madame: you talk nonsense.” 

Mme. Steinheil suddenly turned her attention 
to Leydet. She fell on her knees and embraced 
his legs, crying, “Don’t arrest me! You know me! 
I would die in prison!” 

She was not arrested. 

After an uneasy day at home, she had to 
return to the Palais de Justice at 5, and she was 
again confronted with Wolff and Couillard. Ata 
few minutes before 8, both men were released, 
and at 8 Magistrate Leydet turned to the widow 
and said: 

“In the name of the People of France, I arrest 
you upon suspicion of having committed two 
murders during the night of May 31.” 

The name of the man she had wanted to be- 
lieve in her innocence became public while Mme. 
Steinhef awaited trial. He was Maurice Borderel, 
a wealthy industrialist who was also mayor of 
his town in the Ardenne section. He had told 
her, it was revealed, that he could never marry 
a divorcee; and he had also told her that he 
did not wish to see her or even hear from her 
again until the mystery was solved. 

In prison the accused woman repudiated 
everything but her original story about the 
black-cloaked men and the tall woman with car- 
rot-colored hair. 

The trial opened on Nov. 3, 1909. The court 
had recetved more than 25,000 applications for 
seats but could accommodate only 100 in addition 
to 100 members of the bar and 86 French and 
foreign diplomats, 

It was a purely circumstantial case. The prose- 
cution proved that the Steinheils had quarreled 
constantly over money matters. It proved that 
the cord with which the victims had been stran- 
gled had been in the house before the crime. It 
proved that, shortly after the killings. Mme. 
Steinheil had caused a dressing gown to be dyed, 
supposedly to obliterate traces of ink spilled dur- 
ing the crime. 


J HE defendant's romances were not neglected. 
She said that it was at the request of a rich 
friend of her husband that she rented the house 


at Vertlogis—so she would have a place to meet 
him. She lived there at first under the name of 
Madame Prevost; and she invented an “Aunt 
Lilly” who was so fond of her that she was al- 
ways showering her with money and jewels. 

Maurice Borderel insisted that he had to force 
money on her, that she had been “very reserved” 
in this respect. He seems to have been a rare 
exception in her life. 

The jury retired at 10 p. m., Nov. 13, and 
after four and a half hours of deliberation re- 
turned a verdict of not guilty. Madame fainted, 
the courtroom crowd cheered, and a correspondent 
for a New York paper cabled, “Justice has been 
defeated. one way or another, after a sensational 
and expensive trial.” 

So ended L’Affaire Steinheil. 

Madame moved to England, and there, during 
World War I, she married a titled naval officer.

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HEN a little boy’s hair 

stands straight .up at 
the crown of his .head, you 
think it’s cute. But vou 
don't think it’s so cute when 
your own hair seems to vet 
stubborn ideas about how it 
will comb. Whenever you 
run into such trouble, you 
may be tangling with a cow- 
lick. 

Actually, what is a cow- 
lick? Just this: On the hide 
of most cows there Is a 
spot where the hairs grow 
in different directions. At 
the point the hairs meet 
there’s a ridge that looks 
as if the cow had been lick- 
ing itself. 

A cowlick on our own 
head is just such a placé® 
where hairs grow in differ- 
ent directions. 

Everyone is familiar with 
the cowlick near the crown 
of the head which makes 
the hair grow out from the 
scalp in a little circle. But 
you might also have one on 
your forehead line or at the 
nape of your neck. If you've 
had trouble because your 
pageboy separates at the 
neckline, no matter how 
carefully you’ve combed it 

you can probably blame 
the cowlick. 

Cowlicks, of course, are 
blamed for making hair un- 
ruly. But they won’t--if 
you know how to handle 
them. To get the best. of 
your cowlick may mean 
restyling. 

In restyling your hair 
start with a shampoo. Don’t 


obtick 


try to change the part with- 
out first washing your hair 
it never works. And to 
triumph over your cowlick 
your hair must be manage- 
able, so you might try a 
liquid conditioning 
Shampoo, which insures 
manageability. 

Once your hair is washed 
and it has been towel-dried, 
you are ready to tackle the 
cowlick. Start by parting 
your hair to the cowlick, 
letting it fall in its natural 
direction 

If your cowlick is located 
top-centerat the 
crown of your head, Wear a 
middle part. Or you might 
try. something quite novel 
yet attractive: slant your 


part from the cowlick either 


to the left or right side of 
your forehead. 

Should your cowlick [6rm 
a natural part at the crown 
of your head, give it free 
rein and wear bangs combed 
straight forward. Or if the 
hair at one side of your 
neckline grows up because 
of a cowlick —an upsweep is 
a natural for you.

AST week's column gave 

instructions for making 
a set of lingerie cases, a 
linen roll, and a baby’s 
jacket. Today’s instructions 
will help you finish up your 
Christmas sewing in short 
order. Also, if you haven't 
already sent for the instruc- 
tion sheet on streamlined 
closet accessories to make, 
write for it at the address 
given at the bottom of Sally 
Young’s beauty column. A 
garment bag, hat stand, cov- 
ered shelf box or shoe bag 
would be a thoughtful, use- 
ful gift to give a friend. 

The make-up cape shown 
in the sketch is made of 
plastic film. ‘This is avail- 
able at your favorite yard 
goods counter in plain 
colors or in a variety of 
patterns. If you prefer, you 
may substitute any wash- 
able fabric. 

Use a size 11 needle when 
sewing with plastic film, set 
your machine for longer 
Stitches than you usually 
use, and make markings 
with pencil ip place of 
tailor’s tacks or chalk. 

The make-up cape is a 
boon for office use aswell 
as at home. It is a, protec- 
tion at hair-washing time 
and when combing your 
hair, and is perfect for 
“after five’’ use when even 
elaborate make-up jobs can 
be done without damaging 
street clothes. If you have 
a ruffle attachment for your 
sewing machine, it will do 
the ruffle trimming job for 
you and stitch it to cape 
edges in one operation. 


Instructions for Make-Up 
Cape 


PARE a piece of fabric 
from 30 to 36 inches 
square and fold to form a 
triangle, with lower left 
corner of square meeting 
opposite upper right corner. 
Repeat again so that lower 
right corner meets upper 
left corner. Starting at point 
of triangle, measure off 24% 
inches along outside right 
edge. Mark this point with 
chalk or pencil. Make a 
similiar point along left 
edge. Now cut out between 
the two points in a circular 
fashion. This gives neck 
Opening. The opening can 
be cut to deeper require- 
ments if necessary. 

Next, round off lower 
edge of fabric to gain cir: 
cular effect when cape is 

ipleted. Then fold back 
on cutting table upper left 
point of fabric. Cut front 
opening directly down 
center of upper thickness of

Ruffle Trim 


AN all-round ruffle gives 

Smart trim. Cut 
straight lengths of fabric 
two inches wide and twice 
the measurement of the 
length of edges to be 
trimmed. Use the ruffler 
attachment of your sewing 
machine or gather the ma- 
terial by hand, and sew in 
place. 

Bind neck opening, place 
button and loop at neck to 
hold cape in place, and proj- 
ect is completed. A further 
decorative effect can be 
given by stitching binding 
around cape where ruffling 
and eape edge meet.
